Return Salute Is Proper. 


H uerta’s offer was received in con­ 
gress generally

turn salute from American guns could 
not be regarded as recognition of the 
H uerta regime or in any wise as be­ 
neath the dignity of the United States.

In many fam ilies the Bible is a 
lost book. 
The rubbish of society 


and worldly pleasures have hidden it. 
It has been crowded out of the lives 
of many in d iv id u als'by the latest nov- j 
els. m agazines or Sunday papers. 


(’an we be sure that the Bible is 
the word of God? 
You are asking an 
im portant question. 
F or this book 
is the only one that tells us w hether 
we are going and from whence we 
came. 
F irst, the Bible w riters claim to 
be inspired. 
2 Peter 1:21, “ For the 
prophecy came not in old time by the 
will of men; but holy men of God 
spoke as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.” 
IMany other passages 
might be quoted having this same 
idea— the inspiration 
of the 
Holy 
Scriptures. 
The Bible does not claim 
to “ contain’ 
the word of God but 
“ is” the word of God. 
The minister who does not stand 
by this is false to his ordination vows. 
If the Bible w riters are not Inspired 
they are a pack of liars, 
io u can­ 
not find a moral teaching 
in 
the 
world today that does not have its 
root in the Bible. 
The construction of the Book af­ 
firms its claim to Divine origin. The 
Bible contains sixt.y-six books com­ 
posed by at least forty different au­ 
thors covering a period of sixteen 
centuries. 
These w riters lived under different 
forms of government and were from 
all classes of society 'from the king 
ou his throne to the snepherd and 
the fisherman. 
They knew nothing 
about one another In many instances 
yet there is practical harni-ony in all 
their teaching. 
From 
Genesis 
to 
Revelation there is practical harm ony 
and unity. 
There is only one way to account 
for such unity and that is back' of 
these various w riters was the m aster 
mind of God.
